Carl Bahls and Mary Glawe 

Carl was born 11 Jan. 1859 in an area called Jarman, near the area called 
Wittenwerder, PreuBen (Prussia), the first child of Martin and Mina Roth Bahls. 
Wittenwerder is not a town It's an "Ort"(place/spot)in Mecklenburg-Pommern He died 
20 Oct 1942 in Emmetsburg, Iowa age 83. 



After the defeat of Napoleon things changed. According to Wikipedia: During the roughly 

four years of the North German Confederation its major action existed in legislation unifying Northern 
Germany. The Reichstag decided on laws concerning (e.g.): 


• free movement of the citizens within the territory of the Confederation (1867) 

• a common postal system (1867/1868) 

• common passports (1867) 

• Prussian military laws replacing local military regulation (1867) 

• equal rights for the different denominations (1869) 

The North German Confederation became a member of the Zollverein, the German customs union of 1834. 
After negotiations in 1867, on 1 January 1868 it was transformed to a closer organization with new institutions: 
a council for the governments and a parliament. Bismarck hoped that the Zollverein might become the vehicle 
of German unification. But in the 1868 Zollverein elections the South Germans voted mainly for anti-Prussian 
parties. 


This must have been a problem for Martin and Mina because it wasn't long before the 
family left Germany. Note that Charles' one day wife's family left at the same time. 

Carl arrived at Castle Garden, Manhattan, New York on Dec. 13, 1869. He had traveled 
from his home in Wittenwerder, PreuBen (Prussia) to Hamburg, Germany where he and 
his family boarded the sailing ship Friedeburg on 15 October, 1869 for the 73 day trip 
to America. Carl was 10 years old and would be motherless in three months. 
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The Friedeburg arrived at Castle Garden 13 
Dec. 1869. Carl's mother was sick and went to 
the Wards Island Hospital at Castle Garden. 
She died there on Jan. 23, 1870 and was 
buried in the city cemetery (pauper's 
cemetery). Carl and his brothers went to the 
boy's orphanage and Friederike, later known 
as Carrie, went to the girl's orphanage. I don't 
know where Martin went. 

I wonder what was going through their minds 
about now. It had to be a scary time for 
everyone.

There were two census in 1870 in particular covering Ward's Island. I don't know if 
there were two in other places. One had Carl's sister, Friederike Bahls, on it and one 
didn't. Here is the one that had all the children but their father, Martin, is missing. 
Their mother had died in the Ward's Island Hospital. 
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This is the second census for 1870. These ages don't make any sense but that doesn't 
always matter. # 7,8,9 
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Mary Marie Friederike GLAWE - pronounced Gluven in German 

Mary was bom 5 Jan 1866 in Pommern. She died 5 Sep 1937 in Iowa City, Iowa, 
United States Age 71 

Mary's family consisted of father, Johann Glawe, 28, her mother, Lina Caroline 
Christena Arndt Glawe, 23, and sister Lina Glawe, 5 months. 

When Mary was about 4 years old her family left Alt Negentin, PreuBen (Prussia) and 
emigrated to America on board the ship Teutonia from Hamburg, Germany. They 
arrived in New York 16 Oct. 1869. 



Steamer TEUTONIA / renamed REGINA / renamed PIEMONTESE / renamed CITTA DI SAVONA / 
renamed MENTANA 1856 /scrapped 1894 

was a 2,693 gross ton ship, built by Caird & Co, Greenock in 1856 for the Hamburg - Brazil Line. Her details 
were - length 282.1ft x beam 39.4ft, clipper stem, one funnel, three masts (rigged for sail), iron construction, 
single screw and a speed of 10 knots. There was accommodation for 50-1 st, 135-2nd and 310-3rd class 
passengers. 
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Former residence Alt Negentin, Prussia. John was a Arbeiter, a blue collar worker. 
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Hamburg Passenger List 1850-1934 They left Alt Negentin, PreuBen for America. The trip 
began 2 Oct 1869 and ended 16 Oct. 1869; 15 days. Five lines under the Glawe family is 
Caroline’s brother, Carl. 
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The family traveled steerage on the steamship Teutonia. Steerage conditions on sailing 
vessels: 

In the early days of emigration the ships used to convey the emigrants were originally built for carrying cargo. 
In reality the passengers were placed in the cargo hold. Temporary partitions were usually erected and used 
for the steerage accommodation. To get down to the between-deck the passengers often had to use ladders, 
and the passageway down between the hatches could be both narrow and steep. The manner in which the ships 
were equipped could vary since there were no set standards for this. It was necessary that the furnishings could 
be easily removed, and not cost more than absolutely necessary. 

The ceiling height of the between-deck was usually 6 to 8 feet. The bunks, made of rough boards, were set up 
along both sides of the ship. The bunks were ordinarily positioned so the passengers lay in the direction of the 
ship, from fore to aft, but on a few ships the bunks were placed transversely or thwartships. The latter caused 
passengers greater discomfort in rough seas. The larger ships might also have an additional row of bunks in 
the middle. On these ships there was only a small corridor between the bunks. Each bunk was intended to hold 
from three to six persons, and these were often called family bunks. The bunks were usually double-deck 
beds, i.e., there was one bunk on top of the other. Ads announced that on board the Bolivar, which sailed in 
1852, there was enough headroom between the bunks that an adult could sit up in bed. The best place to have 
a bunk was amidships, because the rocking of the boat was felt less there. The bunks had straw mattresses or 
mattresses stuffed with straw. The emigrants had to bring their own pillows, blankets, animal hides and other 
necessary bedclothes. Contemporary sources report that lice and fleas thrived in this environment. 

Mary's family would have arrived at Wards Island/Castle Garden about two months 
before the Bahls family. Maybe they knew each other. Charles worked for them in 1880 
in Ogle, III. 

The family must have gone directly to Ogle County, Illinois because Mary had siblings 
Johann J.- 1869, Frank A.- 1871, Friederike Marie- 1874, Augusta Louise- 1876, 
Wilhelm A.- 1879, Martha Louise- 1882, Edith Ida-1883, Carl F.- 1886, and Anna 
Sophie- 1890 born in a small area of Ogle County. 
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1870 


The names are not quite right but the ages of the children are right and the location is 
right. This is the only 1870 census I can find for John Glawe. Lynnville, Ogle County, 
III. This is their first census in America. They've been here a few months. Their accent 
wa^robablyhai^ 
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Somehow Carl got to Monroe, Ogle County, Illinois and in 1880 at the age of 18 was a 
farm laborer on the farm of John Glovey. Although I should have realized that the 
census taker was using alternate spellings; Glovey and Ball, I don't want to say how 
long it took me to realize it was Glawe and Bahls! Mary was 14. 

Mary Glawe and Charles Bahls married May 13, 1882 in Ogle, Illinois. He was 23, she 
was 18. Wilhelmina Johanna was born in Lindenwood, III 13 Oct 1882.
